We Must Be Careful 


W e must, all of us, he careful not to make too literal 
or too narrow an application of the great truths which the 
war is slowly, hut with terrible and cruel certainty, it w a l­ 
ing to humanity. 
Now after nearly four years of war tile people of the 
world are searching for the true lesson which the war is 
teaching, striving sincerely to so reform their conduct as 
to bring it onto the higher moral plane, to correct the evils 
which have brought this awful scourge upon them. 
That humanity has drifted too far away from the 
teachings of the Nazarene, that humanity has forgotten 
the Creator and has greivously sinned in deed and thought 
are proclaimed from almost every pulpit in the world. At 
the same time that our errors are pointed out, in general 
and sweeping phrases, we are told that humanity must re­ 
pent of its sins, renounce the course so long followed and 
make amends before peace can come. 
All of which is true. The mental and moral \ iewpoint 
is wrong, else humanity would not have its throat gripped 
by the bloody hand of the 
Prussian 
barbarian. 
The 
scourge has come. Civilization, the result of the efforts of 
mankind through centuries, is in jeopardy and humanity 
must fight for its life. 
All the forces of good must meet, on the bloody field 
of battle, the forces of hate and ill will. It is a battle to the 
death between right and might. Upon its result depends, 
according to our limited vision, the future of the world for 
scores of centuries. 
Darkness threatens to engulf the 
world, through which mankind can only make its way to 
the light again by the long path which has led us from the 
barbarian chieftains to the learned and kindly men of to­ 
day. 
W hy? W hy is the world menaced? W h y must the 
better impulses of the human soul be again threatened 
with annihilation? 
W hy is barbarism permitted to attack civilization with 
drawn sword? 
These are the big questions and we must take care 
that we do not find an answer, satisfying to ourselves in 
too small a sin and do penance in too small a way, lest the 
great truth he overlooked entirely. 
This is an appalling calamity—this world war of the 
Huns—and the underlying 
fault 
if 
found 
in 
human 
thought or deed must he an appalling fault and the penance 
must be commensurate if penance will turn the tides of war 
and bring peace. 


A Look About Us 


While there is no need to become alarmed, no excuse 
for pessimism, it is entirely proper for the American peo­ 
ple to look at the situation iii the war zone squarely and 
honestly. 
The British and French and Belgians and the, com­ 
paratively small, American force have fought heroicly and 
thus far have withstood the terrible attacks of the Huns, 
losing some territory but still maintaining their grasp on 
pivotal positions and keeping their battle lines intact. 
The Germans are lighting desperately with all the 
fury and force of which the barbarian, in utter disregard 
of human life, is capable. 
T he splendid armies of the allies are “back” just about 
as far as they can go without seriously endangering the 
channel port cities and endangering the junction point of 
the British and French lines. 
Germany has a monstrous army and her war lords 
are willing to sacrifice hundreds of thousands of lives to 
break through and destroy the British army, occupy 
France and dictate terms of peace. 
Suppose that would happen? W hat, in such an (‘vent, 
would be the position of the United States? 
T hat is a gloomy supposition hut one not beyond the 
possibility of becoming a reality. 
It is referred to at this time for the purpose of dis­ 
illusioning all those Americans who thing the war is 
a 
long way off from us and that we are fighting for an ideal 
•—fighting to make democracy safe throughout the world. 
This war is one in which this nation is directly inter­ 
ested not only that our form of government may be safe 
to us, but. in a material sense as well. 
Anyone who has any doubt about that will have those 
doubts removed by a look at the map. 
Take the map of 
France and figure what a little distance it is from the pres­ 
ent battle line t ot-he channel ports. 
A little'Speculation, 
supposing the channel ports to have fallen to the Huns 
will reveal just what sort of a material demand Germany 
would then make on this nation for peace. 
Those people who see only the ideal as our object and 
can’t realize the value of that ideal may, by a very short 
flight into the realms of speculation, see clearly the mater­ 
ial danger and just how close the menace is to us.
